HOOVER BOOSTERS 
MAY EVADE PRIMARY 
IN NEW HAMPORIRE 


Delay in Open Fight Will 
Avoid Retirement 
From Cabinet. 


CREAGER MAY SWING 
TEXAS DELEGATION 


Galen Tait Says Maryland Is 
Favorable to Secretary; 
Jackson Undecided.

Secretary of Commerce Hoover has 
apparently surmounted the first ob- 
stacle to his remaining in the Cabinet 
without being put in the light of being 
a Cabinet member and active presi- 
dential candidate at the same time 
That he would never occupy this dual 
role has been the frequent assertion 
from his camp. 

In view of the fact that the Hoover 
campaign has taken on considerable 
momentum since the renunciation by 
both President Coolidge and Charles 
Evans Hughes reports were current yes- 
terday that a definite announcement 
would be forthcoming from the Com- 
merce Secretary within the next six or 
eight weeks and that it would be ac- 
companied by his resignation from the 
Cabinet as well as that of Secretary of 
the Interior Work, who, it is generally 
understood, is to be the active head of 
his campaign. The reports of his resig- 
nation were apparently based on noth- 
ing more than the previous assurance 
that Hoover would never occupy the 
two roles of Cabinet member and presi- 
dential candidate. 


Will Not Enter Primary. 


Arrangements were made, however, 
which will at least postpone the neces- 
sity of any formal declaration of can- 
didacy or any accompanying resigna- 
tion. The arrangement provides that 
instead of Hoover declaring himself for 
the New Hampshire primary which 
would have to be done by February 24, 
a hand-picked uninstructed declaration 
for him will be put across. Under New 
Hampshire law no candidate can be 
voted upon in the March primary un- 
less delegates for him have filed by 
February 24. It had been generally as- 
sumed that this would cause Hoover to 
definitely toss his hat into the ring 
The dead line in Illinois under the 
present law which is before the courts 
on a contest is February 10, but it had 
been assumed that the Commerce Sec- 
retary would not risk a fight in that 
State. 

The final date in which a nominating 
petition may be filed in Ohio is the 
same date as that in New Hampshire. 
But it was again assumed that Hvuover 
would not go in there and try to take 
the delegates from Senator Willis. In- 
cidentally he would have to definitely 
declare himself a candidate in Ohio. 
Whether the plan of dealing with the 
New Hampshire situation means that 
he does not plan to go openly into any 
of the primary States remains to be 
seen. The report that has accompanied 
his boom the last two days was that 
he planned to go int. all of those in 
which he considered he had a chance 
New Hampshire law does not require a 
declaration upon his part, but any dele- 
gates instructed for him would have to 
declare themselves by February 24. 

Confident of New Hampshire. 

New Hampshire is looked upon as an 
easy Hoover State, and therefore it 
would be an auspicious place for him 
to make his formal debut. 

The first State besides Ohio in which 
he wouldvhave to make the equivalent 
of a declaration of candidacy would be 
Massachusetts by March 20. Delegates

Reception for Diplomats 
Marked by Brilliancy 


President and Mrs. Coolidge Receive in Blue Room. 
First Time Head of Another Nation Has Been 
Present as Guest. 


Brilliancy and dignity marked the 
first state reception of the season at 
the White House last night when Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge entertained in 
honor of the diplomatic corps ac- 
credited to this world Capital. 

Representing the rulers of many lands, 
the ambassadors and ministers, followed 
by their staffs and members of their 
families, presented a striking spectacle 
as they passed in formal line to offer 
their respects to the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge, who stood in the blue’ room 
to receive them. The gorgeous uniforms 
of the envoys in many instances add- 
ed to the general picturesqueness of 
the scene, 

This historic function, for it has been 
@ feature of presidential entertaining 
since the days of George Washington, 
was @ momentous occasion in several re- 
gards. It marked the first time that 
the head of a sister nation has partici- 
pated in such an event in the White 
House. The Governor General of 
Canada and Viscountess Willingdon 
were present with their hosts, the Min- 
ister of Canada and Mrs. Vincent 
Massey.. Furthermore, it was the first 
public social event at the Executive 


Mansion since President Coolidge made 
his famous “I do not choose to run” 
declaration. 

The Gov. Gen. and Viscountess Will- 
ingdon were escorted to the blue room 
by Col Blanton Winship and another 
White House aid. 

They were presented to the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge before the dean 
and doyenne of the corps led in the 
rest of the diplomats. The governor 
general was in evening clothes, with 
an order on his breast, and the vis- 
countess was in powder-blue velvet 
heavily embroidered in silver‘and rhine- 
stones and made with a train. She 
wore a wide bandeau of dfamonds on 
her hair, 

Apparently President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge had no regrets that the President 
had determinedly put away from him 
the potentialities of longer service as 
Chief Executive of the Nation. Both 
were in the most genial of moods and 
were most gracious hosts. Their re- 
ceptions have always been noted for 
a quiet atmosphere of genuine hospi- 
tality and welcome. As the diplomats

Motive Unknown in Suicide of 
Capt. Lewis B. Willis, Who 
Fought in Two Wars. 


ASKS MILITARY FUNERAL 


Leaving a note to his superior officer, 
in which he requested a military burial 
at Arlington, Capt. Lewis B. Willis, 47 
years old, Quartermaster Corps, U.S A., 
a soldier since boyhood, ended a bril- 
liant military career with a bullet from 
his service revolver in a room at the 
Powhatan Hotel early yesterday. His 
body was discovered by hotel attendants 
shortly after noon yesterday. 

Friends in this city are at a loss to 
find a motive for the suicide. Capt. 
Willis appeared at his office in the best 
of spirits Tuesday, and Tuesday nignt 
returned to 1844 Mintwood place, where 
he boarded, and joined a party at din- 
ner. He declined the invitation of a 
brother officer to attend a dance after 
dinner, and retired to his room for 
about two hours before leaving for the 
Powhatan, where he registered at 9 
o'clock. 

Capt. Willis was unmarried, and has 
no relatives in this city. He began his 
career as a private at the age of 18 
during the Spanish-American War after 
graduating from a Texas military 
academy. ’ 

In preparing for death, Capt. Willis, 
attired in civilian clothes, removed his 
coat, which was found neatly folded 
upon the bed, where a $5 bill was 
found with the written request that 
it be used for payment of the hotel 
accoun.. 

The note mentioned the existence of 
insurance policies on his life and the 
location of his will and was addressed 
to Col. R. H. Jordan, Quartermaster

Intense Suffering Over 
Wide Area; Fires Add 
to the Distress. 


GALE FLOODS CITIES; 
DAMAGE IN BUFFALO 


Lives Lost in lowa, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Montana and 
South Dakota. 


(Associated Press.) 

Riding out of Canada and the North- 
west on the crest of a terrific gale, 
winter yesterday overspread virtually 
the entire country, causing more than 
twenty deaths and resulting in heavy 
damage to lake shipping, disrupted 
transportation and communication fa- 
cilities and much misery and suffering. 

Temperatures ranging from near zero 
to 53 degrees below prevailed through- 
out the Northwest States, and while 
this section attempted to dig out of 
huge snowdrifts brought by the blizzard 
and tumbling mercury, the cold wave 
passed rapidly east of the Ohio River 
and south to the Gulf of Mexico, 
reaching cold fingers toward the New 
England States on the east and Cali- 
fornia on the west. 

Weather Bureau forecasts indicated 
severe culd for another day at least, 
although some relief from subzero 
temperatures in the Northwest was an- 
ticipated. 


53 Degrees Below in Montana. 


The coldest point in the United 
|States yesterday was Culbertson, in 
‘northeastern Montana, which claimed 
53 degrees below zero, while at Glasgow 
in the same State it was 47 below, and 
numerous points reported 15 or 20 be- 
low zero. 

In central lllinois there was a men- 
ace of floods as well as of cold, as many 
streams were reported running bank- 
full and some were overspreading the 
valleys. 

In addition to half a dozen deaths 
reported earlier as the cold wave 
reached over Canada, deaths attributed 
to the weather were reported from 
Iowa, 4; Illinois, 7, including 4 in the 
Chicago district; South Dakota, 1; Wis- 
consin, 1, and Montana, 1. Some of 
the deaths were from exposure, some 
from accidents and some from heart, 
disease attributed to the cold..

BY 8 HOURS DEBATE 
ON RIGHT 10 EXCLUDE 


All Reference to. Corrupt 
Election Stricken From 
Norris Resolution. 


DECISION BY SENATE 
LOOKED FOR TODAY 


Blease Joins Republicans in 
Urging Administering Oath 
to Pennsylvanian. 


(Associated Press.) 

Consideration of the case of Senator- 
elect William 58. Vare, Republican, 
Pennsylvania, brought forth so much 
oratory yesterday in the Senate that a 
vote on the proposal to deny him the 
oath of office pending a further hear- 
ing was deferred until today. 

Senators who favor administering the 
oath and deciding later whether Vare 
is finally to be excluded, opened five 
hours of discussion, and their observa- 
tions stirred up the opponents of that 
proposition, with Senator Robinson, the 
Democratic leader, contributing the 
principal address against giving the 
oath. 

At intervals during the debate, the 
Original Norris resolution to exclude 
Vare without ceremony was modified to 
accord him the same treatment meted 
out yesterday to Frank L. Smith, of 
Illinois—a hearing before the special 
campaign funds committee and the 
privilege of the floor to speak on his 
own behalf, before the exclusion vote 
is recorded. 


Report in 60 Days Ordered. 


The resolution also was amended in 
other particulars, one change being a 
direction to the committee to report on 
the case within 60 days if practicable. 
This was proposed by Senator Robinson 
at the suggestion of Senator Reed, Re- 
publican, Pennsylvania, who is leading 
the fight for Vare. Mr. Reed said he 
had been advised by the chairman of 
the privileges and elections committee 
that only 60 days would be required for 
it to count the Pennsylvania ballots in 
its consideration of the contest brought 
against Vare by his Democratic oppo- 
nent at the polis, William B. Wilson, 
Secretary of Labor in the Woodrow Wil- 
son Cabinet. 

At the request of Senator Reed and 
after a recess of 45 minutes, the Senate 
also changed the Norris resolution to 
eliminate a statement about fraud and 
corruption, which Reed insisted pre- 
judged the case for the committee. The 
recess was taken so Senator Robinson 
might confer with Senator Norris (Re- 
publican), Nebraska, author of the reso- 
lution, who is detained at his home by 
illness.

FLIER RECEIVES MEDAL 


Washington may be the starting point 
of a 2,000-mile flight by Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh to Mexico City, it was 
indicated last night by the famed New 
York-to-Paris aviator. 

A telegram from President Calles, of 
Mexico, inviting the filer to make the 
trip, was delivered to him while he was 
in Washington yesterday to receive the 
Langley Medal for aerodromics. 

Col. Lindbergh said that he was con- 
sidering the invitation favorably, but 
beyond that was not ready to discuss 
the proposed trip. Should he make the 
flight, it is not definitely determined 
whether he will start from Washing- 
ton or from New York. 

Following the presentation cere- 
monies he went to the State Depart- 
ment and paid a visit to Undersecretary 
Olds. State Department officials wouid 
say nothing of the proposed trip other 
than that it was a private affair with 
Lindbergh, although they said they are 
ready to aid him in the undertaking. 

The presentation of the Langley 
Medal was made by Chief Justice Will- 
jam Howard Taft, chairman of the 
board of regents of the Smithsonian 
Institution, at the annual meeting yes- 
terday of the regents. 

Accepting the award, Col. Lindbergh 
assured the board he eventually will 
place his transatlantic ship, the Spirit 
of St. Louis, with the Smithsonian’s 
collection of historic planes. This de- 
cision was reached, he said, at a recent 
meeting of his backers in St. Louis. 

In presenting the medal, Chief Jus- 
tice Taft expressed the hope that the 
fiier’s future activities may go far in 
the “wide and useful” promotion of 
commercial aviation. 

The medal awarded Col. Lindbergh 
was founded in memory of Prof. Sam- 
uel Pierpont Langley, third secretary of 
the Smithsonian, whose early experi- 
ments in the field of aviation contrib- 
uted to its later development. It car- 
ries the citation, “For his magnificent 
flight from New York to Paris.” 

Viscount Willingdon, Lord Lieuten- 
ant of Canada, was a guest of the re- 
gents at the morning session.

Statuary Hall, once the chamber of 
the House of Representatives in which 
Stephens served for a score of years 
but now dedicated by the Nation as a 
memorial for those who have been tried 
and proven great, presented a colorful 
appearance sgluring the ceremony, thc 
flag of a united country mingling with 
the emblem of the States which once 
sought to destroy the Union. 


Hundreds Come From Georgia. 


The hall itself was crowded with 
hundreds of persons who had come 
from Georgia for the unveiling, many 
of them bent and crippled veterans 
of the forces which Jefferson and 
Stephens directed in the prosecution ot 
an ideal. The balcony surrounding the 
hall was given over to members of the 
cadets of the Georgia Military Acaaemy 
resplendent in their gray uniforms with 
white crossed belts and shakos, and 
members of the Old Guard, cne of the 
most famous of the old military organi- 
zations of the South, the guard serving 
as guard of honor to Gov. L. G. Hard- 
man, who, on behalf of Georgia, pre- 
sented the statue to the Natioh. 

The statue, showing the Southern 
statesman in a sitting posture, was 
unveiled by little Miss Ida Stephens, 
great-grandniece of Stephens, who 
lifted a huge American flag from the 
great mass of Georgia marble.

GRANT PAOPOOES PLAN 
FOR OUBURDAN PARKS 


‘Federal Cooperation With 
Maryland and Virginia Sug- 
gested in Annual Report.

MT. VERNON ROAD ASKED 


Means of cooperation between the 
Federal Government and the govern- 
ments of Maryland and Virginia in the 
development of park projects in those 
States near the District line are recom- 
mended in the annual report of Lieut. 
Col. U. S. Grant, 3d, executive officer 
of the National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission, which was made pub- 
lic yesterday. 

Col. Grant suggests that the problem 
of treatment of such land would be 
greatly simplified if the Federal Gov- 
ernment adopted some one major proj- 
ect in the development to be carried 
out exclusively with funds appropriated 
from the Federal Treasury. This would 
stand as the complete and full contri- 
bution of the Federal Government to 
the park system of the region, he states, 
and it would be understood by the 
State authorities that no further con- 
tributions for parks within the region 
would be forthcoming from the Na- 
tional Government. 

Should this recommendation not be 
carried out Col. Grant suggests the pas- 
Sage of legislation which would pro- 
vide for general cooperation with the 
Federal Government, such as is now in 
existence in connection with the Mis- 
Sissippi and Sacramento flood control 
projects. 

Recommendation for the passage of 
pending bills regulating the height and 
architecture of private buildings bor- 
dering on Government buildings or 
reservations is also contained in the re- 
port. A boulevard along the river 
front from the Capital to Mount Ver- 
non; appropriation of funds for plans 
for treatment of the Washington 
Monument grounds, and liberalization 
of laws dealing with park and plan- 
ning projects are also recommended. 

In his report as director of the office 
of public buildings and public parks, 
Col. Grant sets forth the urgent need 
for additional appropriations for im- 
provement and care of newly acquired 
park land. Pointing out that the park 
system is a continually growing and 
not a static thing, Col. Grant says that 
this growth requires increased expendi- 
tures. 

The park area under control of the 
office, the report shows, is now 3,547.26 
acres, @ net increase of 124.74 acres dur- 
ing the last fiscal year.

WORK ON MISSISSIPPI 


Ransdell’s Gavel Terminates 
Meeting After Pennsylvanian 
Revives Quieted Row. 


An attack by former Gov. Gifford 
| Pinchot of Pennsylvania on the work 
of Army engineers on the Mississippi 
| River provoked a sharp clash in a 
meeting of the National Rivers and 
Harbots Congress yesterday in the 
Willard Hotel, resulting in the ad- 
journment of the meeting in disorder. 

Pinchot advocated a series of reser- 
voirs on the Mississippi to solve the 
flood problem, and in his discourse as- 
sailed the plan of the Army engineers 
presented yesterday before Congress, as 
well as their work in the past. 

Maj. Gen. William H, Bixby, retired 
chief of the Engineer Corps, was im- 
mediately on his feet in an cmphatic 
i defense and counter Offensive. 

Pinchot retorted: 

“The Army engineers have been in 
control of the Mississippi for the past 
50 years, and they don’t know any- 
thing about it yet.” 

“The Army. engineers,” Bixley de- 
clared, “are the servants of Congress 
and have. done what Congress in- 
structed them to do in the Mississippi 


Valley, and they have done it exceed- 
ingly well.” 


Pinchot Told to “Shut Up.” 


Pinchot came back strong, but the 
delegates, who by this time had made 
up their minds to referee the fight, at- 
tempted to check his unrestrained rush 
with shouts of “Sit down! Sit down! 
You have said too much already.” 

Senator Joseph E. Ransdell of Louis- 
iana rapped for order. Observing that 
the surge had receded, Pinchot started 
to speak again amidst. cries of “Oh, 
shut up.” 

However, he continued. Gen. Bix- 
by’s statement, he said, was “causc 
enough for taking the flood control 
work out of the hands of the Army and 


engineers who are really capable of do- 
ing the work.’ 

With these words the fight was on 
again. Gen. Bixby, with his former 
alacrity, was on his feet. It was then 
that Senator Ransdell decided to end 
the entertainment by declaring the 
meeting adjourned. 

The clash followed a morning sym- 
posium on “The Problem of Flood Con- 
trol.” When the meeting . convened 
again in the afternoon, after the dis- 
pute, Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief of 
éngineers, the last speaker, presented 
the Army’s plan for flood control. 


Jadwin Asks Support. 


the Army engineers had drawn up the 
report supported by the advice of all 
the engineers of the country who had 
intimate acquaintance with the Mis- 
sissippi River. He said: 

“There is a movement to appoint a 
commission to do this work. No doubt 
this commission would contain some 
good men, but the men who drew up 
this plan are acquainted with the Mis- 
sissippi River, whereas the members of 
the commission would have to study 
the river. It would require them ten 
years to attain anything like a mastery 
of the subject, and in the end I do not 
believe they would devise as good a plan 
as this one—unless they adopted this 
plan. Put your support behind this 
plan, and in ten years we will have it 
completed.” 

This statement was lustily applauded. 


Wilson Reelected President. 


Representative Riley J. Vrilson, of 
Louisiana, was reelected to serve his 
third term as president of the organi- 
zation. S. A. Thompson, of Washing- 
ton, was reelected secretary and treas- 
urer. Miss Mabel Goepfert, of Wash- 
ington, was reelected assistant secretary 
and assistant treasurer. 

The congress closed its convention 
with a vote of disapproval of the pro- 
posed Department of Public Works, 
which purposes to draw together under 
one head all the engineering activities 
of the Government, necessitating trans- 
fers to this department of the triangle 
building program, and the office of 
public buildings and public parks. 
among other activities. 

The resolution of disapproval stated 
that “the creation of such a depart- 
ment would inevitably remove river and 
harbor work from its present high plane 
of efficiency and administration,” and 
declared that the effort to create such 
a department is “primarily for the pur- 
pose of taking from the Corps of Engi- 
neers its supervision over and control 
of all river and harbor construction and 
maintenance, or, in any event, to cur- 
tail its persent authority in such mat- 
ters.” 


Capital Gypsydom 
Buries Prince Today 


Gypsydom last night concluded its 
period of mourning for Prince John 
Yovano, brother-in-law of King Emil 
Mitchell, ruler of all the nearby tribes, 
and today his funeral services will be 
conducted. At 8:30 this morning his 
body will be taken from the Hanlon 
Mortuary Parlors to the Holy Rosary 
Church, where a requiem mass will be 
said. 

From the church the body will be 
taken to Mount Olivet Cemetery, where, 
with ancient tribal rites, it will be 
placed in a vault. Hundreds of mem- 
bers of the tribes and many others 
passed before the bier of the dead 
prince yesterday and the day before, 
and at times the crowd became so dense 
that confusion resulted. Last night 
members of the tribe held a royal death 
feast in memory of Prince John.

She entered a plea of not guilty to- 
day to a warrant alleging that she beat 
her 26-year-old husband, T.* Edward 
West, to death with a hammer in the 
bedroom of their bungalow at Perry, 
Ohio, early Tuesday night after a quar- 
rel over whether she should attend a 
bridge party in Cleveland. She at- 
tended the party, leaving the body of 
the man she married just a little more 
than a year ago covered with the 
sheets from his bed on the floor of the 
death room. 

Arrested late yesterday in Cleveland 
after a shopping tour, in which she 
bought a Christmas present for her 
husband, she admitted after several 
hours’ questioning that she had killed 
him. The statement came calmly after 
she had tripped over a question from 
Sheriff Ed Rasmussen, and, once made, 
she put it on paper, writing the con- 
fession in the sheriff’s office here in a 
steady hand. 


a 
Breaks Under Questioning. 


The jaunty air did not leave her un- 
til after a second session today in the 
sheriff’s office, where she was ques- 
tioned by Rasmussen and Seth Paulin, 
county prosecutor. She broke down 
then and cried hysterically after she 
was told that the first degree murder 
charge would be filed. 

A little later she was arraigned be- 
fore Municipal Judge Marvin H. Helte, 
while her counsel, Richard Bostwick, of 
Chardon, entered her plea and as she 
stood to plead her knees sagged and she 
| all but collapsed. Rasmussen, standing 
| beside her, grabbed her arm and helped 
her from the room. 
| Filing of the first-degree charge was 

| delayed while Rasmussen and Paulin 
| continued their investigation in an ef- 
| fort to make their findings conform 

| with the girl’s confession. In her state- 
| ment last night she declared no strug- 
| gle preceded the, killing, but today she 
declared that she had struggled with 
| her husband when the quarrel over the 
party became bitter and he struck her. 


“Blind Rage” Pictured. 


The confession pictured her “blind 
rage” when she felled him with a blow 
on the head with a hammer. Four or 
five other blows were struck, she con- 
fessed, and then she covered the body 
with the sheets. 

She struck him through the sheets 
several more times with a broken table 
leg. 

Authorities looked at the reference to 
the “blind rage” as the basis for a pos- 
sible defense ‘of temporary insanity. 

The confession, said Rasmussen and 
Paulin, were quoted as revealing that 
after the killing the young wife washed 
the blood from her hancs, dressed for 
the party and drove 30 miles to Cleve- 
land, where she played the piano while 
her friends danced. She spent the night 
at the home of her hostess and yester- 
day morning she went to the home of 
her mother, where she was arrested.

Radio “Roof” Can i 
At 6 Miles a Minate 


New York, Dec. 8 (A.P.).—A “radio 
roof” that varies from 160 miles 
above the earth in daylight and 
jumps as high as 400 miles at night, 
is believed by radin engineers to be 
responsible for the erratic reception 
on short wave tengths—that is, 
those under 110 meters. The effect 
of this radio rooi on broadcasting 
wave lengths was not brought out. 

Measurement. taken on waves be- 
tween 57 and 111 meters, H. A. 
Heising, of the Bell Telephone lab- 
oratories, told the Institute of Radio 
Engineers, revealed that the elec- 
trical ceiling rises about 6 miles a 
minute and falls 20 miles a min- 
ute. , 

This quickly moving “blanket,” 
he explained, acts as a mirror and is 
thought to be responsible for some 
of the things that happen to sig- 
nals when the short wave region is 
used.

‘Agreed to Kill “Bootlegging 
King” for $10,000, He 
Tells the Court. 


DARROW AIDS.DEFENSE 
AS CHARACTER WITNESS 


‘Knew Slayer Was Emotional 
and Unstable, However, 
Lawyer Asserts. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 8 (A.P.).—A con- 
fessed gunman willing to have slain 
George Remus for $10,000, Harry Trues- 
dale, of Hamilton, Ohio, today com- 
pleted the witness stand narrative 
which yesterday sent Remus into an 
emotional outburst which halted court. 

Remus sat quietly while Truesdale 
told that Mrs. Imogene Holmes Remus, 
herself slain by Remus last October 6, 
the day after Truesdale’s story of a 
murder conspiracy was poured into his 
ear, had sat in front of a hotel in which 
she had expected to trap her husband 
with another woman, twirling a pistol 
and ready to shoot him herself. 

The expression “double cross” was 
prominent in the last half of Trues- 
| dale’s testimony. 

It was fear tnat he might be “dou- 
ble crossed” which sent him to Remus 
with a tale of his wife’s perfidy. He 
denied that he had “double crossed” 
Mrs. Remus by trying to entice her into 
the hotel where she would have been 
found with a man instead of herself 
finding Remus with a woman. 


Says She Paid Him $450. 


Total payments to him by Mrs. 
|Remus were $450, once $250 and again 
$200 for expenses. 

Conclusion of Truesdale’s testimony 
saw a string of character witnesses 
| paraded to the witness stand to tell of 
Remus’ personal] and legal standing in 
Chicago prior to the time he deserted 
law practice to become the “king of | 
bootleggers.” 

Clarence Darrow, 
attorney, was the first. 

Darrow, big, calm and with a court- 
room presence that lent a thrill to the 
roomful of spectators, testified in a 
low, slow voice, which found its way to 
every ear. 

Remus’ reputation. for peace and 
quiet was good, he said, as he had never 
heard anything against it. 

Remus’ standing as a lawyer never 
had been heard questioned, Darrow 
said That did not suit the prosecu- 
tion and Darrow was told by Judge 
Chester R. Shook he could first give a 
direct answer and then explain. 


“Good,” He Replies to Court. 


“I would say ‘good,’”’ Darrow ans- 
wered. “I never heard it questioned.” 

He never said he heard of Remus 
being termed “weeping, crying, plead- 
ing Remus” during the defendant’s 
Chicago experience, but he added, “Il 
know he was a very emotional fellow 
and somewhat unstable.” 

Some folks did not like the word 
“fellow,” said Darrow, so he amended 
it to “man.” 

Darrow did not know that Remus 
still was “under indictment in Chicago 
for conspiracy to violate the prohibi- 
tion law and he had not known until 
yesterday that Remus had been dis- 
barred from law practice because of a 
conviction for violating prohibition. 

“I never heard of it, but 1 would not 
regard that indictment as one regard- 
ing peace and quiet,” said Darrow. 

Prosecutor Charles P. Taft 2d asked 
if that was a recognized characteristic 
of law-abiding citizens but withdrew | 
his question before Mr. Darrow could 
answer. 


Remus Offers Apology. 


Remus came into court ten minutes 
before Judge Chester R. Shook ascend- 
ed his dais and seemed to spend the 
time studying the jury. 

Remus’ head bobbed from time 
time and his face twitched. 

Finally, toying with his horn-rimmed 
glasses, Remus slouched far down in 
his chair, leaned over- and talked in 
whispers to his daughter Romola. 

Mrs. Anna Ryerson, sister of Remus, 
was seated again in the spectators’ sec- 
tion, which she threw into alarm yes- 
terday when she joined her niece in 
hysterics. 

Upon the convening of court Remus 
arose and stated 

“Your honor, I want to apologize to 
you and the jury for my unmanly con- 
duct of yesterday.”

The heralded appearance of Darrow 
'aS a witness and the newspaper scare- 
heads given Remus’ emotional display 
yesterday brought the most persistent 
crowd of the nearly four weeks of the 
trial to the courthouse today. 

Truesdale launched into a continua- 
tion of his narrative by reciting that 
Mrs. Remus once had urged him to 
“hurry up,” as there would not be much 
time before her divorce case came up 
She was slain a few minutes before she 
was to have gone into court to press it. 

A few nights later he saw Remus in 
Hamilton, he said. 

“I had no chance to kill him that 
night,” he recited in his rushing, hur- 
rying way, without any change in his 
voice. 

The testimony ran that after he had 
called Mrs. Remus on October 5 he 
decided that he might be a “double- 
cross” victim and determined to go to 
Remus. 


Thought Remus Insane. 


Remus’ reaction to his story con- 
vinced him, said Truesdale, that the 
defendant was insane. 

“He gripped his hands, the perspira- 
tion burst out of his forehead, his eyes 
bulged out and he ran across the room 
like he was going to jump out of the 
window and then I was afraid of the 
man, the way he acte .” 

Under cross-examination Truesdale 
denied that he had ever killed any- 
body. 

He denied also that he had ever 
been to the home of Blanche Watson 
or that he knew George Connors. Both 
are secretaries to Remus, mentioned 
by the State in a death conspiracy 
against Mrs. Remus hatched the even- 
ing of October 5

Even the layman is 
surprised to hear senators insisting upon the 
right of the Senate to debar a senator-elect. 
They can not understand how the Senate would 
be protecting its integrity by violating the Con- 
stitution. | 

The question of the fitness of Messrs. Smith 
and Vare to retain their seats in the Senate is 
one that can not be decided by any other 
authority than the Senate itself. Before the 
Senate can decide this question it must inquire 
into the facts. But the question of fitness can 
not properly arise until they are senators, be- 
cause a judgment by the Senate against them, 
before they are seated, is equivalent to a denial 
of the right of the State to elect them, Does 
any senator go 80 far as to say that Illinois has 
no right to elect a man until it has ascertained 
whether he is acceptable to the Senate? {Is it 
held that Pennsylvania must obtain the con- 
sent of the Senate before it elects William S. 
Vare to succeed George W. Pepper? 

Senators who take this position are wrong,

GOV. SMITH’S NOVEL PLAN. 


Gov. Smith has proposed to the New York 
State Crime Commission that it work toward 
the creation, through constitutional amend- 
ment, of a board with full power to sentence 
persons convicted of felonies, thus removing 
that function from the judiciary. Under such 
a scheme the jury would establish only the 
guilt or innocence of an accused individual. 
The judge would become an umpire to insure 
the fairness of the trial. The sentencing board, 
to be composed under the Smith suggestion of 
psychiatrists, students and experts in crim- 
indlogy, would determine whether a _ person 
convicted of felony should go to prison or to 
an insane asylum, the extent of his punishment 
or internment. and whether and when he should 
be paroled, 

The governor characterizes his plan as ‘“‘the 
sensible, modern, up-to-date way of treating 
criminals.”” In actual practice, he points out, 
there would probably be estabiished a central 
clearing house to which all criminals would 
be taken before being sentenced, in which they 
would be under strict surveillance so that the

be based upon all facts shown to have any 
bearing upon the mental and physical condi- 
tion of the accused. 

Modern penology has come to be highly spe: 
cialized. It is recognized generally today that 
each individual convicted of crime constitutes 
a special problem. What is too little punish- 
ment for one may be excessive for another. 
That which is necessary to restore one to so- 
ciety may drive another into additional crime. 
Gov. Smith has made a novel suggestion that 
will surely give rise to animated discussion. 


THE NEW BOTANIC GARDEN. 


Unless unexpected opposition shall develop 
to the passage of the first deficiency bill in 
the Senate, it will have been signed by the 
President before the holiday recess. Two 
items in the bill as it goes to the Senate are 
of particular interest in connection with the 
movement for beautification of the. National 
Capital. One of these provides an appropria- 
tinn for the purchase of the site for the pro- 
posed National Arboretum, which is to be 
located at Mount Hamilton in the northeastern 
corner of the District, and the other carries 
an appropriation of $600,000 for the enlarge- 
ment and relocation of the Botanic Garden, for 
which authority. was granted in the act of 
January last. 

As soon as the deficiency bill becomés a law 
steps will be taken to acquire the squares of 
land between First and Second streets and 
Maryland avenue and C and D streets south- 
west, which are now occupied by a filling sta- 
tion, a bakery, a church, a marble yard and a 
public school. It is expected that the amount 
carried in the bill will be sufficient to provide 
for the purchase of the ground and to raze the 
existing structures. New conservatories, of- 
ffees and other necessary buildings will be 
provided for in the general appropriation bills, 
after the plans of the landscape architect shall 
have been revised by the Parking and Planning 
Commission and the Fine Arts Commission. 

The enlarged Botanic Garden, according to 
the plans as now designed, will be the first 
step toward the beautification of that stretch 
of territory extending from the present site of 
the garden toward Garfield Park. The existing 
conservatories and hothouses, together with 
the picturesque home of the director, will be 
removed, as will the remnants of the fence sur- 
rounding the present garden, thus affording a 
better view of the Grant and Meade memorials. 


THE WAIL OF ANTHRACITE, 


“The other fellow is in the same boat,” is 
the pleasing information imparted by Edward 
W. Parker, spokesman of the anthracite in- 
dustry, to the American Mining Congress at a 
recent luncheon. Mr. Parker appeared to be 
peeved by an intimation in The Post that the 
anthracite industry had closed its eyes to the 
disappearance of the seller’s market and that 
it had refused to meet competition. 

Mr. Parker would have the world believe 
that the slump in’ demand for anthracite is 
due, in toto, to causes for which the operators 
are in no way responsible. He fires a hot shot 
at former Gov. Pinchot, who, he charges, forced 
the companies to increase the wages of the 
miners beyond all reason, namely 10 per cent, 
and this on top of addition of State, county 
and municipal taxes which were increased from 
$5,600,000 in 1913 to $28,000,000 in 1924. 
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The industry at the present time, he declares, 
is paying several million dollars more each 
year in taxes (not including Federal taxes) 
than it pays in dividends. Another subject of 
criticism is the insistence of the railroads in 


exacting higher rates for the transportation | 


of anthracite coal than they charge for like 
tonnage of bituminous fuel, the growing de- 
mand for which is the pebble in the shoe of the 
operators, 

However, in Mr. Parker’s opinion, the most 
potent factor in the failure of the public to heed 
the cry “‘buy our coal,’”’ which has been so pa- 
thetically spread into every community, is the 
widespread disposition on the part of former 
users Of anthracite to buy automobiles, radio 
sets, electric washing machines and similar 
‘‘luxuries’”’ on the installment or easy payment 
plan, This disposition on the part of the 
householder to acquire something which he ean 
enjoy without burning up his purchase has re- 
sulted in ‘“‘almost unprecedented dullness dur- 
ing the present century, or since 1900, when 
the policy of allowing summer discounts was 
adopted’’ in the anthracite industry. ‘“And,”’ 
he adds, ‘‘even as cold weather arrives we find, 
or at least our dealers report, that purchases 
are being made in one, two, or sometimes 
three-ton lots—not in ten, fifteen or twenty 
ton deliveries—a hand-to-mouth sort. of busi- 
ness for which we may thank our friends, the 
motor car, radio, ete.” 

But, after all, he finds satisfaction in the 
dullness in the steel and iron markets and in 
the textile industry and winds up with the 
cheerful news that bituminous production has 
fallen off 7 per cent. Evidently it is true in the 
anthracite industry, as elsewhere, that misery 
loves company. But the squealing comes from 
the anthracite spokesman alone.

THE WOMAN’S POLICE BUREAU, 

The Woman’s Bureau of the Metropolitan 
Police force has had no easy time during its 
nine years’ career. Masculine prejudice 
against feminine activity along unusual l.nes 
was vented upon the bureau incessantly. Con- 
sequently until it was made an independent 
organization, responsible only to the major and 
superintendent of police, it never had a chance. 

After that change was effected, the Woman’s 
Bureau began to function efficiently for the 
first time. It made enemies, of course, as any 
phase of police activity is bound to do, but on 
the whole its work with women and children 
has earned widespread commendation. It now 


faces the task of moving the Detention Home to | 


new quarters, made necessary by the start of 
construction work upon the new Department 
of Commerce Building. The question is raised 
as to whether the Detention Home is to remain 
under the jurisdiction of the bureau or be 
transferred to the Board of Public Welfare, as 
Suggested by a report of the Bureau 
E.fficiency. 

The transfer should not. be made. 
under arrest or detention should remain in 
police custody until they have been brought to 
trial. If the Detention Home is not operated 
properly under the present Woman’s Bureau, 
remedy lies in replacing the personnel of that 
branch of police activity. Every indicatioa, 
however, points to the fact that the home is 
ably and efficiently managed, despite the tact 
that it is considerably understaffed. 

The Board of Public Welfare has its work al- 
ready cut out. Even were there no reason why 
authority over women and children arrested or 
under detention should remain vested 
branch of the police department trained in so- 
cial and welfare service, there would be little 
reason why such activity should be transferred 
to an organization already charged with ad- 
justing cases calling for intensive follow-up 
work, 

In the meantime, finding a temporary site 
for the Detention Home has become pressing. 
The suggestion that the St. James Hotel prop- 
erty, or the Shoreham, be obtained on lease for 
conversion to this purpose until a permanent 
home can be authorized has so many disadvan- 
tages that it should be abandoned. The ex- 
pense of remodeling would be considerably 
greater than was anticipated. In addition, the 
facilities would be extremely limited, with no 
provision possible for out-of-door recreation, 
and the cost of administration would be ex- 
cessive. 


JOINT-STOCK LAND BANKS, 


In his message to Congress President Ccol- 
idge stated that it was important that the Fed- 
eral land and joint-stock land banks should 
furnish the best possible service for agricul- 
ture. Some of the joint-stock land banks, says 
the President, fell into “improper and unsound 
practices,” resulting in receiverships and the 
indictment of officials. 


While the President’s message was being 


transmitted to Congress a jury of farmers at 
Mankato, Minn., found Guy Huston, president 
of a joint-stock land bank, guilty on eleven 
counts, and on Monday last the judge of the 
Federal court sentenced Huston to nine years 
in prison and fined him $11,000. This punish- 
ment for wrongdoing is commendable, of 
course, but it does not restore to stockholders 
and bondholders the losses that might have 
been prevented if the. Farm Loan Board in 
Washington had been vigilant in supervising 
Huston’s bank and all other banks in the 
system. 

The Mankato case explains why the Presi- 
dent and the Treasury Department caused the 
shakeup in the Federal Farm Board which 
resulted in the resignation of three of its 
members. In his message Mr. Coolidge cites 
the fact that the rules and regulations of the 
Federal Farm Board have been revised and 
that the vacant places in the board have been 
filled by men connected with the War Finance 
Corporation, with Mr. Eugene Meyer as farm 
loan commissioner. “It is necessary to pre- 
serve the public confidence in this system,” 
said Mr. Coolidge in his message, ‘‘in order to 
find a market for their bonds. A recent ficta- 
tion was made at a record low rate of 4 per 
cent. Careful supervision is absolutely neces- 
sary to protect the investor and enable these 
banks to exercise their chief function in servy- 
ing agriculture.” : 

Public confidence in the farm banks has 
been restored by the prompt and thorough re- 
organization of the Federal Farm Board and 
the application of sound practice instead of 
slipshod supervision or no supervision at all. 
The service to agriculture which was intended 
is now being performed.

Blaine’s Resignations.

Quidde’s relations with Prof. William 
Foerster, both of whom deserted their 
theoretical conception of peace for 
methods which are no longer strictly 
justifiable.” 


The reference was prompted by a re- 
cerit attack on Foerster by the German 
foreign minister before the League of 
Nations council on the grounds that 
Foerster, who lived in Switzerland, was 
spreading anti-German propaganda 
which is viewed in German circles as 
bordering on treason. 

Prof. Quidde was born March 25, 18538, 
at Bremen. He first achieved promi- 
nence in 1893 through the publication 
of a document entitled “Caligula,” 
which severely attacked the regime of 
the then youthful monarch, Wilhelm I. 

When Quidde continued his agitation 
along these lines he was sentenced to 
three months in prison for lese majeste.

Enactment by Congress of 
tion which would provide for the vol- 
untary consolidation of railroads was 
advocated by Representative James S. 
Parker, of New York, chairman of the 
interstate and foreign commerce com- 
mittee of the House, last night at the 
annual dinner of the American Short 
uine Railroad Association at the Wil- 
lard Hotel. Parker is the author of a 
pending bill which he believes would 
accomplish this object. 

The speaker emphasized the point 
that any system of consolidation must 
include the preservation of the weak, 
or short lines, 
necessary to serve the public 

_ Weak and short lines,” Parker said, 

in a@ vast majority of cases, do not 
furnish the services to which the pub- 
lic is entitled, simply and solely be- 
cause they are financially weak. ‘Weak 
and short lines must be tied into strong 
systems where the service will be what 
the public has a right to expect. 

“It is generally recognized that a 
railroad system must be in a sound 
financial condition to give the public 
the service to which it is entitled. The 
object of consolidation is not primarily 
to put the railroads in a sound finan- 
cial condition; we in Congress are only 
interested in so far as their financial 
seine is reflected in the service they 

ender the public. We are not inter- 
est ed in the creation of large, gigantic 
systems. We are simply interested in 
the development of systems that will 
give the public the best possible system 
of transportation at the lowest possible 
rates ” 

Representative Parker saw in consoli- 
dation of the roads greater economy of 
operation and maintenance; improve- 
ment of service through the competi- 
tion of systems of comparatively the 
same strength and simplication of Gov- 
ernment regulation of rates. 

Lieut. D. M. Reeves, Army Air Service, 
gave an illustrated lecture on the part 
which the airplane is preparing to play 
in transportation of freight and pas- 
sengers.

In its annual report, the commission 
formally recommended a whole series 
of charges and additions to present 
laws governing railroad consolidation, 


the Federa) Government a firmer and 
more complete grip upon carrier or-

The commission asked that Congress 
make unlawful “any consolidation or 
acquisition of the control of one car- 
rier by another in any manner whatso- 
ever, except with our specific approval 


legisla- | and authorization.” 


This proposal was designed to prevent 
railroad mergers being effectuated by 
round-about methods, in which the 
commission has been unable to inter- 
vene. It also asked Congress to give it 
“broad powers to approve or disapprove 
such consolidations, acquisitions of 
control, mergers or unifications in any 
appropriate manner.” Such a grant of 
power would insure the commission’s 
authority to modify or allow in part 
proposals submitted to it. 

Asks Power to Ban Mergers. 

Finally, the commission suggested 
that it be allowed to disapprove con- 
solidation projects when these did not 
provide for the inclusion of all the 
railroads which it considered should be 
included in a particular grouping. A 
previous suggestion that Congress re- 
peal the law which requires it to pro- 
mulgate a general plan for consolidat- 
ing all the major railroads of the coun- 
try into a limited numbcr of great rail- 
road systems was included. 

Reporting upon its regular work for 
the fiscal year 1927, the commission 
said it had approved the issue by rail- 
roads of securities having a total per 
value of $1,157,368,000. Its work on 
valuation of railroads was also brought 
nearer a close and the report predicted 
that by June, 1928, the valuation work, 
begun in 1907, would be practically 
completed 


Higher Pay Reported. 
Discussing railroad operations, the 
commission pointed out that Increased 
operating efficiency and greater safety 
for human life and limb was notable in 
the common carrier fieid at the present

Bride’s Pleas to Be Killed 
Are Cited at Murder Trial 


“Cut Here.” She Said, Indicating Throat, Her Husband | 
Testifies in Kansas Court—“I Love You 
So,” She Cried. 


Eureka, Kans., Dec. 8 (A.P.).—Ivan 
M. Hart, on trial for the murder cf 
his bride of three weeks, Mable Mar- 
mont Hart, today told dramatically in 
court how his wife begged him to keep 
his promise to kill her because she 
feared motherhood, and how he finally 
gave up to her entreaties. 

“She craved death,” Hart said. “When 
we were engaged she made me Hromise 
that if she ever became an expectant 
mother I would kill her.” 

‘Her throat slashed, Mrs. Hart, who 
was 28 years old, was found dead July 
8 in an automobile in “Lovers’ Lane,” 
a country road. She had worked here 
as a railroad telegraph operator. 

Hart, who is 32, a former bank em- 
ploye, relating the killing from the 


had threatened “to go down town and 
commit suicide in the most disgraceful 
way possible” if he didn’t kill her.” 

On the “fatal day,” after driving to 
“Lovers’ Lane,” he said, she began urg- 
ing him to kill her, and Hart replied 
he couldn’t because he had no weapon.

Gordon Presents Returns 
Made by Detectives With

Proceedings in the contempt trial oi 
larry F. Sinclair, Henry Mason Day, 
Sheldon Clark, William J. Burns, W 
Sherman Burns and Charles L, Vietsch. 
growing out of the activities of Burns 
detectives in keeping the jury in the 
Fall-Sinclair conspiracy case under sur- 
veillance, were adjourned yesterday 
afternoon until Monday morning,‘ due 
to the indisposition of George P. Hoo- 
ver, Washington attorney for Sinclair. 
The breathing spell in the trial came 
after another day during which Maj. 
Peyton Gordon, United States district 
attorney, read into the record the vo- 
luminous reports which were seized 
when the headquarters of the Burns 
detectives here were raided. Charles G 
Ruddy, Philadelphia manager of the 
Burns agency and supervisor of the 
work, done here, was on the stand 
throughout the day to identify and ex- 
plain the various documents. 

During the reading of the reports. 
which were filled with numbers of op- 
eratives, numbers instead of names, in 
many cases, for the various jurors, the 
narrative became so involved that Jus- 
tice Siddons, presiding in the case, and 
many of the attorneys appeared to have 
difficulty at times in following the 
thread of the story. 


New Report Presented. 

Most of the documents were those 
which had been made public shortly 
after their seizure when they were 
made a part of the affidavit which was 
presented to the court in the conspir- 
acy case and formed the basis of the 
mistrial.. Maj. Gordon introduced one 
Original, written in pencil by Opera- 
tive O’Reilly, which had not been re- 
vealed hitherto. It dealt with the in- 
vestigation which O’Reilly is said to 
have made with regard to a relative, 
either brother or father, of Juror Kid- 
well. The penciled O’Reilly report 
stated that the Burns man had con- 
versed with the relative of the juror 
and also made some investigations at 
his house, facts which were not stated 
in the report which Ruddy transcribed 
on the typewriter and a copy of which 
he submitted to Day. 

Another incident that rose above the 
monotone of the prolonged reading was 
when Justice Siddons interrogated the 
witness as to the report submitted by 
O’Reilly which dealt with the ownership 
of Juror Kern’s home. This report, 
Ruddy testified, had been submitted 
neither to W. Sherman Burns nor to 
Day. It was seized in its original form 
by the Government when the head- 
quarters of the Burns detectives were 


raided. 


Littleton Asks Adjournment. 
The court asked Ruddy why it had 


{not been submitted to Burns and the 
{witness said that he had not made up 


his mind at the time of the Govern- 
ment raid whether or not the investi- 
gation about which it related did or did 
not exceed the orders he had had from 
Burns as to the extent to which the 
operation should go. In response to 
another question of Justice Siddons 
Ruddy said that he had no doubt but 
that the report was within the instruc- 
tions he had received from Day. 

The request for a three-day adjourn- 
ment was made by Martin W. Littleton, 
counsel for Sinclair, who explained to 
the court that there were many mat- 
ters being presented on which he 
wanted the advice of Mr. Hoover and 
that he had been informed by the 
physiciams in the case that the Wash- 
ington attorney would be able to ap- 
pear on Monday. Maj. Gordon sug- 
gested that it might be possible to pro- 
ceed with the reading of the docu- 
ments, but Justice Siddons decided to 
grant the request for delay over the 
week-end. 

The prospects yesterday were that all 
ot Monday will be occupied with the 
reading of additional documents, but 
that the cross-examination of Ruddy 
and the appearance of additional wit- 
nesses will be taken up on Tuesday.

Mississippi river floods 
last longer, reach $reat- 
er volume, and threaten 
more property than in 
any other section of the 
valley. 


From the point where 
Red river enters the 


Mississippi, down to the 
Gulf of Mexico, a dis- 


tance of three hundred 
miles, not a drop of 
water enters the Mississ- 
ippi river from the sur- 
rounding, country. South 


Louisiana and New Or- 
leans contribute nothin3, to 
the flood, yet they must sus- 
tain the whole crushing, bur- 
den. 

New Orleans’ first levee 
was built two centuries ago. 
It was four feet high, and am- 
ple to protect the city from 
overflow. 

Today the levees from Red 
river to the Gulf tower above 
the roofs of homes and fac- 
tories alon’ both banks of 
the river, yet they have 
proved inadequate for a quar- 
ter of a century to contain the 
man-made floods that are 
poured down between them 


from the as East and 
West. 


Nature never intended these 
floods to be contained in one 
channel at the lower end of the 
river; and man’s presumption in 
attemptin?, to confine the waters 
has been rebuked in every reat 
flood, with excess waters burstin? 
through the levee lines at one or 


more points, to escape to the sea 
by a shorter route. 
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OFTEN has 


been TOO LATE 
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Man-made floods from the far reaches of the Mississippi 
Valley have here xesulted in a man-made crevasse below New 
Orleans to allow the escape of surplus water, and lower the 
flood level in front’of the city. The blast that cut the levee 
line is pictured at the upper left, and the torrent is shown at 
the right as it rushed destructively through the gap. At the 
lower left is a bit of flooded countryside. 


Wise the carrying capacity of the lower. river was exceeded in the 
1912 flood, the waters burst through the levee line at Hymelia and at 
‘Torras, above New Orleans, carrying destruction to the sugar belt. 


When the 1922 flood brought a 
burden too great for the levees to 
sustain, the river breached the line 
at Poydras, below New Orleans. 


In both eases the strain on New 
Orleans’ flood defense was immed- 
iately eased, and confidence re- 
stored amon, its 450,000 residents. 


No one could fail to heed the les- 
sons written by the river itself, and 
in 1927, when once more the tor- 
rent had filled the space between 


the levees, and an additional three-. 


foot rise was on its ‘way, South 
Louisiana did not wait for the 
river to pick a spot for a crevasse 
at its own whim. The levee line at 
Caernarvon, below New Orleans, 
was dynamited with the approval 
of Z30vernment engineers, and the 
flood menace blown away over- 


night. 


New Orleans is tired of destrue- 
tive and uncertain crevasses as its 
means of relief from excessive 
floods. It has for many years been 


demanding, controlled spillways, 
built at suitable locations, where 
the excess water can be let out of 
the river, and conducted to the 
Gulf in a harmless and orderly 
fashion. 


South Louisiana engineers are 
united in the opinion that spillways 
are practicable and effective. Gov- 
ernment engineers, after a careful 
survey under Congressional author- 
ity, have reached the same conclu- 
sion. 


The South’s Zreatest city, Zate- 
way to the Mississippi valley and 
second port of the nation, is entitled 
to protection. 


The practicability of immediate 
and lasting relief for the lower river 
has already been determined by a 
careful engineering study by the 
government’ s own engineers, acte- 
ing directly under a Congressional 
mandate. It only remains for 
Congress to act.

*Berlenbach and Jack Delaney, 
whose rivalry in recent years for 
the world’s light-heavyweight cham- 
pionship, resulted in the most stirring 
Dattles in the history of that division, 
will come together for the fourth time 
tomorrow night, engaging in a ten- 
round encounter at the coliseum. 


‘The match will draw upward of 
$50,000 at prices ranging from %3 to 
$16.50, in eontrast with the $442,000 
gate at their last encounter when De- 
laney defeated the one-time “Astoria 
Assassin” in their fifteen-round battle 
at Ebbetts Field, Brooklyn, to win the 
world’s light-heavyweight title. 


Their previous contests resulted in 
each winning a decision over the. fif- 
teen-round route, with Delaney scoring 
a sensational knockout in four rounds 
in their first battle. 


Both warriors finished training 
without mishap. Delaney will weigh 
about 177 pounds tomorrow night, 
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only two pounds above the light- 
heavyweight limit, with Berlenbach 
weighing about 172%. Delaney 
probably will enter the ring a 7-to-5 
favorite, with little or no betting 
on the result. 


Berlenbach is considerably annoyed 
over the insinuations that he is only a

tire from the ring.

Noted German Athlete 


Tries Sprints Only 
in Training. 


To Be Guest of G. U. 


for Day; Studying 
Conditions Here. 


R. OTTO PELTZER, German track 
star, holder of three world records 
and conqueror of both Paavo 

Nurmi and Edvin Wide at 1,500 meters 
in Berlin in i926, arrived in Washing- 
ton last night from Philadelphia to 
spend a brief one-day visit as the guest 
of Georgetown University. He will re- 
turn to New York tomorrow. 

Although the German Athletic Asso- 
ciation has ruled that he should not 
enter competition in this country, Dr 
Peltzer said in an interview that should 
he gain permission from the .A. A. U. 
he might appear in exhibition and in 
competition: while in this country. He 
will abide strictly to the German as- 
sociation’s wishes that he return to his 
country in March to prepare for the 
Olympics and consequently he will be 
unable to appear even as a spectator 
at the Penn relays in which he has 
been invited to compete. 


The German star, who is 28 years 
of age, started to learn the running 
game at a late age and then only 
upon advice of his physician to al- 
leviate the strain of studying. 


Two years later he became famous 
and his achievements in addition to 


the world’s records he holds is the win- 
ning at one time or another all the 
German championships from a quarter 
mile to 3,000 meters. 

Peltzer, a doctor of philosophy and a 
student of economics, is making a tour 
of this country studying our educa- 
tional. systems. He is a szraduate of 
the University of Stettin, Germany. 

Peltzer, while running, takes an ex- 
ceptionally long stride and comes down 
the stretch with terriffic speed. Tall 
and slight of build his theory of train- 
ing is never a grind away at long dis- 
tances. In training he says he runs 
only the sprints up to 220 yards, doing 
five of six turns at a time. In fact, 
at distance events, the German star 
can be beaten by almost his poorest 
team, Consequently he does not boast 
of his average time of 4:40 for the mile 
while in training. 


At 500, 800, 1,000 and 1,500 me- 
ters, Peltzer is at his best. In his 
1,500-meter race against Nurmi and 
Wide, in Berlin, Peltzer stepped the 
distance in 3:51 and Nurmi, 3:52. 


Comparing this distance with the 

mile Peltzer ran about 2 seconds faster 
than the world’s record Nurmi set. In 
the 400-meter hurdles Peltzer made 
4 8-10. 
The German marvel when questioned 
on his impressions of this country de- 
clared that he liked America very much, 
and was surprised by the hearty recep- 
tions accorde. him.

PRO COURT STANDINGS

HE first effort to steer the des- 
tinies of a major league ball club 
under the “general manager” plan, 

which the Cleveland Club adopted with 
the appointment of Billy Evans to that 
role, appears to have foundered on the 
rocks of incongruity and to have been 
swallowed by lack of cohesion among 
the working members of the Cleveland 
Club’s regime. 

The “general manager” is the new 
idea in baseball comparable to the age- 
old paradox of fish, flesh or fowl. The 
title and its attributes have proved suf- 
ficient, however to entice Billy Evans 
from the ranks of the umpires with 
whom he had spent :-20 years in a state 
of peace compared to the rough road 
that he faces as the pioneer “general 
manager” of the big leagues. 

As “general manager” of the Cleve- 
land Club, which has mamaged to exist 
without a manager since the release of 
Jack McCallister at the end of the 1927 
season, “General Manager” Bill Evans 
was authority for the report that Ar- 
thur Fletcher, Yankee coach, had been 
signed to manage the Indians for the 
1928 campaign. 


As the Yankee coach, who was 
appointed by “General Manager” 
Billy Evans to manage the Indians 
in 1928, Arthur Fletcher denied that 
he had been appointed and added 
that he did not want the job. 


As the owner of the Cleveland Ball 
Club, the man who appointed Billy 
Evans “general manager” Mr. Alva 
Bradley, is authority. for the statement 
that Billy Evans had not appointed Ar- 
thur Fletcher manager and that the 
Cleveland Club, to his knowledge, was 
still casting about for a manager. 

The consensus appears to be that 
Arthur Fletcher 
Manager of the Cleveland Club for 1928, 
with the balloting finding “General 
Manager” Evans’ vote overwheimed by 
the votes of Fletcher and Bradley. 

Billy Evans, as the pioneer “general 

manager,” evidently appointed Fletcher 
in good faith, only to discover that a 
“general manager” is not the owner of 
the ball club but merely the “general 
manager,” according to the tenor of 
dispatches in the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. 
General Manager Billy Evans’ first 
step appears to have carried him with- 
out his’province in the absence of clear- 
ly defined duties of a “general man- 
ager.” 


The exact status of a “general 
manager’s” relationship to the bail 
club has not been determined by 
Billy Evans’ first move, but it is 
now clearly understood that one of 
the “general manager’s” duties. is 
not to appoint managers without 
the consent of the man appointed 
and whatever man happens to be 
the “general manager’s” boss. 


George Moriarty deserted the ranks of 
the umpires last year to become man- 
ager-in-fact of the Detroit Tigers, and 
unless Evans obtains the cooperation of 
his owner and his managerial nominee 
he may be forced to manage the Cleve- 
land ball club himself. 

No alacrity to assume the responsi- 
bility of managing the Cleveland Club 
has been shown by “General Manager” 
Evans, who, in his present position as 
liaison man between the team on the 
field and the business office, can very 
easily shift any censure that the club 
might incur upon either the team and 
manager or the business office. 

As the pioneer “general manager” 
Evans, of course, could take for himself 


Club arose from its doldrums and be- 
came a pennant winner, or even a 
worth-while contender, which it was 
not under the reign of Jack McCalliis- 
ter. 

What the effect of the creation of a 
“general managership” by the Cleveland 
club will be upon the remaining seven 
clubs in the league who are forced to 
compete with Cleveland without the 
moral safeguard of such a high-sound- 
ing title is problematical, but the fear 
is not taken to be great in that none 
of the other clubs have become alarmed 
and have ‘conscientiously refrained 
from naming a “general manager.” 


There is extended to “General 
Manager” Evans in his new position 
just one bit of advice. If Evans de- 
cides to don a uniform it is to be 
hoped that he confines himself to 
the bench and refrain from taking 
to the coaching lines as the habit 

of George Moriarty, the other um- 
pire who deserted the ranks for a 
managerial berth. 


Moriarty finally had to resign from 
baseline coaching at third base. The 
climax was one occasion when a Detroit 
player desperately slid into the bag to 
beat a throw and Moriarty in the ex- 
citement of the moment and force of 
habit, wildly waved his player:out at 
the same time that the official umpires 
were calling him safe. 

Evans was an umpire for many more 
years than Moriarty and it is feared 
that as third base coach he might for- 
get himself ‘and start waving his own 
players out at every base on the dia- 
mond from force of habit and unfamil-

1 tablespoonful gelatin (granulated.) 

8 cups cold milk. 

83 egg whites. 

3 egg yolks. 

1-2 cupful sugar.. 

Pinch salt (generous). 

Vanilla to taste or other flavoring as 
desired. 

Dissolve the gelatin in a third cup- 
ful of the milk, heat the remainder 
of the milk and combine the two when 
the liquid reaches the scalding point. 
Add the sugar next and then turn the 
hot mixture over the slightly beaten 
yolks of the eggs, pouring it very 
Slowly, constantly beating. Turn the 
whole back into the top of the double 
boiler (in which the first heating 
should have been accomplished) and 
cook without stopping the stirring even 
for a moment until the eggs have 
thickened the liquid.

AUTO AGE NEEDS. TEST FOR 

DRUNKENNESS. 

T ONE of the old tests for drunken- 
S ness are satisfactory, especially 
in the police court. As a rule, 
the judge and jury do not see the 
man on trial until after he has had a 
chance to sober up. At the trial the 
policeman swears the prisoner was 
drunk when arrested; the man swears 
he was sober, and the court does not 
know which to belieye. Though he 
may think the policeman was right, the 
appearance of the prisoner seems to 
back up his testimony, and the court 

gives him the benefit of the doubt. 

The automa@bile has made it very 
necessary that we have a good labora- 
tory test for drunkenness. We are cry- 
ing out for suggestions as to how we 
can curb fatal autorhobile accidents. 
Here is one: A strict enforcement of 
the law against driving while drunk 
or even being on the streets while 
drunk. Some of the fatalities are due 
to drunken drivers and some to drunk- 
en pedestrians 

Dr. Emil Bogen, ot Cincinnati, pro- 
poses a laboratory test for drunkenness 
It can pe used with a specimen of ex- 
pired breath, a specimen of urine, or of 
spinal fluid In the case of the breath 
all the policeman har to do is to hold 
a toy balloon or a football to the man’s 
nose until -about two quarts of breath 
have been collected. This he sends to 
a laboratory for a test. The report can 
be back at the station in one hour 
Getting this recora of the specimen in 
shape to offer it as testimony the next 
morning is one of the things that 
should be taught every policem&in 

If the urine is to be examined the 
amount to be saved and sent to the 
laboratory need not Fe in excess of a 
teaspoonful. 

Under rare conditions it may be nec- 
essary for a physician to take a tea- 
spoonful or less of spinal fluid for the 
purpose of the test. 


Laboratory tests of drunkenness have 
been in use in Europe for a consider- 
able time. They are somewhat harder 
on drunken automobile drivers than

we are, and they have the same conflict 
between complaining witness and the 
defendant that is encountered in Amer- 
ican police courts. Their scientists are 
not entirely satisfied with the labora- 
tory tests they make use of. One scien- 
tist gave it as his opinion that a 
policeman’s diagnosis of drunkenness 
was the most reliable testimony he 
knew of. 

We hope that Dr. Bogen’s method 
may_succeed in putting the matter on 
a re satisfactory basis than it now 
is, both here and in Europe.

Projecting Windows Opposed. 


Meanwhile, yesterday the Architects’ 
Advisory Council, a semipublic body 
which sits with Maj. W. E. R. Covell, 
assistant Engineer Commissioner, each 
week and makes recommendations for 
the guidance of the Commissioners on 
matters architectural, reported to Maj. 
Covell that it “emphatically concurred 
with the opinion of the Fine Arts Com- 
Mission that the design is out of har- 
thony with the future development of 
Pennsylvania avenue.” 

“The use of projecting show win- 
dows,” the report stated, ‘“‘makes it dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to produce an 
architectural design of sufficient dig- 
nity for a building having the rela- 
tions the proposed building will have 
to the future public buildings facing 
the Avenue.” 

Speaking of the projecting show 
windows the report said: “In this con- 
mection the council respectfully rec- 
ommends to the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia that the building 
code be so amended as to prohibit the 
construction in the future of any pro- 
jecting show windows in any part of 
he city on public property.” 

In regard to the projecting show win- 
Gows Maj. Covell said that he has 
learned that the builders of the build- 
ing already have gone ahead with the 
work preliminary to building the show 
windows, marquise and vaults, all of 
which protrude on public property, al- 
though their permit for such work has 
mot been granted. It is probable, it 
was indicated, that the permit will be 
granted as far as the construction of 
the marquise and vaults go, but will 
not be granted for the projecting show 
windows. 


Month’s Controversy Ended. 


The victory of the Commission ends 
@® controversy lasting more than a 
month and started by a protest of a 
Washington Board of Trade committee 
regarding the projected type of build- 
ing, based on grounds it would militate 
against the appearance of the Federal 
building layout on the south side of 
Pennsylvania avenue. The American 
Institute of Architects, local chapter, 
and the Operative Builders Association 
joined the Board of Trade in its pro- 
test. 

Ten days ago the Commission of Fine 
Arts announced disapproval of the cigar 
company’s plans and suggested submis- 
sion of new plans, and four days ago 
the company announced it would pro- 
ceed with the original plan despite the 
Gisapproval. The submission by the 
cigar company of its plans was solely 
an informal action, the Commission of 
Fine Arts having no present jurisdiction 
over any private construction bordering 
Feceral properiy, although it hopes to 
obtain this with passage of the Ship- 
stead bill at this session of Congress. 

Plans for the projected civic.center 
between Third and Sixth streets, Penn- 
sylvania and Louisiana avenues, were 
submitted to the commission by Maj. 
L. E. Atkins, assistant engineer com- 
missioner, and A. L. Harris, municipal 
architect, and approved in general. 
They provide a central court between 
four structures.

Giving of Money to Policemen 
and Court Attaches Is 
Made Unlawful. 


$5 FEE FOR EVERY $100 


A bill to regulate bondsmen in the 
District of Columbia was introduced in 
the House yesterday by Representative 
Gilbert (Democrat), of Kentucky. The 
bill would put a stop to many abuses 
that have caused complaint in recent 
years. 
Under the terms of the bill it would 
be unlawful for a bondsman to give 
money, provide entertainment or offer 
anything of value to policemen, dep- 
uty marshals, or attaches of a crimi- 
nal court as. compensation for their 
having procured business for him. It 
also would be unlawful for such per- 
sons to accept any compensation from 
& bondsman. 
Lawyers. who compensate policemen, 
court attaches or bondgmen for getting 
business for them also would be pun- 
ished under the terms of the bill. 
Five dollars per $100 would be the 
maximum fee which a bondsman might, 
charge for executing a bond in a crimi- 
nal case, and he could only call at a 
police station, jail, prisoners dock or 
house of detention in cases where the 
prisoner or his authorized representa-- 
tive had called for him. 
The bill provides that a typew 
list of persons authorized 10 Gaaeh da 
the bonding business be posted in 
Places where prisoners are taken, and 
that such lists be furnished to the 
prisoners on their request. 

Under its terms, it would be unlaw- 
ful for a policeman or other official to 
tip off” bondsmen about a raid that 
is to be made. It provides that the 
judges of the Police Court Shall have 
the authority to appoint some police 
Official to act as a clerk, with authority
